In general, I may reply, that from what hath been, it 
will always be reaſonable to fear, what may be; but 
there is a Neceſſity for being more particular. I ob- 
ſerve therefore, (1) that as to bad Kings ſtanding in 
Awe of an honeſt Parliament, there is no Hum in it, if 
the Author could tell us, in the State we have now got 
into, where thoſe honeſt Parliaments might be feund; in 
Rep. Plat. they may be imagined, in face Romuli, not » 
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be expected. It is a Queſtion, Whether in any Aſſembly 


of five hundred that ever met upon Earth (unleſs in Com- 
plaiſance to Churchmen we except Councils and Synods) 


the Majority were honeſt Men; and the Miſchief again is, 
that whatever Awe bad Kings may be in of honeſt Parlia- 


ments, good Kings will be as much in Awe of corrupt | 


Parliaments; and ſuppoſing both King and Parliament 


' good,: they will be equally in Awe of a corrupt People. 


Again: A corrupt Houſe of Commons would undoubt- 
edly ſtand in Awe of an honeſt People; but what Likeli- 
hood is there that the People ſhall be honeſt after the 
Commons are corrupt? The Experience of every Age, of 
our own remarkably, hath viſibly falſified this Suppoſition: 
Corruption, let us ſay, for it is true, begins in the upper 
Ranks, from them it always deſcends to the lower; but if 


the Maſs is once tainted, how eaſily is it circulated ? The 
Circulation of the Blood and Juices, thro' the Ducts and. 
Arteries of the animal Body, is hardly more rapid or leſs 


ſure: The lower Ranks, tho? in this Reſpe& greatly de- 
generated, are uſed to look up to the higher with a Re- 


ſpect little ſhort of Veneration ; formerly (till ſchooled by 


the C—m—s themſelves into other Sentiments) whatever 
was preſented to them by theſe their Guardians and Ma- 
ſters, got, merely in Credit of the Mint, wherein it was 
coined, ſuch a e of Authority, as they were never 
able to reſiſt, Tho? the Thing bore in it, and with it, the 
cleareſt Symptoms, nay Demonſtrations of Corruption, 
they will never take it in that Light, nor conſider it under 
that Epithet.

for beſides, as the People have been long taught to appre- 


hend Danger only from Prerogative, every Acceſſion of 
any new Privilege, i. e. any Power wreſted from the

as ſo much acquired Strength to themſelves ; and in Fact, 
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in our preſent State ſo it is; inſtead therefore of awing the
